For the Conveniency of our Horſes, I 
ſhould have told you before, the Hogs 
were made Cloſe-Priſoners, being cronded- 
together into a littleHole that uſed to ſerve 
for a Dog-Kennel. Theſe things appeared a 
little odd, as very unuſual to us ;but where 
there is no better to be had, it is Prudence 
to reſt contented. And now Supper being
